A Big Mess 


Dear Dave, 

I'ma single mom, 
and I opened my own 
small business last year.

I 
bought it four years ago, 
and when I opened my 
business, I did it with a 
home equity loan. Do 
you have any advice?

Dear Tammy, 

You need to close up 
your business, at least 
temporarily, and go find 
some money-making 
work. I’m sorry to be so 
blunt, but you’ve got a 
really big mess on your 
hands. 

Long story short, 
the money you make at 
another full-time job is 
likely to decide whether 
you can stay in your 
home. If you’ve got a 
mortgage, home equity 
loan and business debts 
hanging over your head, 
the chances of this are 
slim. You probably need 
to consider the idea 
moving into a small, 
affordable apartment for 
a while, too. If you do 
this, get your debts paid 
off and your finances 
back in order—which in- 
cludes living on a budget 
and saving—you might 
be able to buy a house 
again in a few years.

Gov. Whitmer: Working Families Tax 
Credit Checks Being Mailed This Week 


An average $550 will be mailed to 700,000 Michigan households, 
with these larger refunds continuing in the years ahead 


LANSING — Gov- 
ernor Gretchen Whitmer 
announced that eligible 
Michigan families will 
begin receiving Work- 
ing Families Tax Credit 
supplemental checks this 
week as a part of $1 billion 
in tax cuts. The checks will 
put an average of $550 into 
Michiganders’ pockets in 
more than 700,000 Michi- 
gan households. 

“Last year, the majority 
in the Michigan Legislature 
and I quintupled the Work- 
ing Families Tax Credit, 
which will put hundreds 
more dollars back in the 
pockets of 700,000 working 
families,” said Governor 


Whitmer. “These checks that 


are starting to be mailed out 
this week will lift tens of 
thousands of people out of 
working poverty and direct- 
ly benefit half the children 


in Michigan by helping their 


moms and dads pay the 


bills, put food on the table, 
and buy school supplies. We 
got your back in Michigan 
as you work hard and sup- 
port your family. Together, 
let’s build a brighter future 
and a stronger economy.” 

Michigan’s Working 
Families Tax Credit is 
based on the federal Earned 
Income Tax Credit. 

To qualify, individuals 
must meet certain require- 
ments and file a federal 
income tax return, even if 
no tax is owed or there is no 
requirement to file a return. 
Ifa federal credit is granted, 
the state of Michigan will 
provide an additional 30% 
credit when the taxpayer 
files their state income tax 
return. 

For the 2022 tax year, eli- 
gible taxpayers were provid- 
ed a 6% Michigan Working 
Families Tax Credit when 
they filed their state indi- 
vidual income tax returns. 


A state law that becomes 
effective February 13 means 
those taxpayers will receive 
a supplemental check for the 
remaining 24% portion of 
their 2022 tax year Working 
Families Tax Credit. 

On Tuesday, February 13, 
the Michigan Department of 
Treasury will begin issuing 
these checks to eligible 
taxpayers through the U.S. 
Postal Service. The checks 
will be sent over a 5-to-6- 
week period. 

The supplemental checks 
will be issued to the most re- 
cent address on file with 
Treasury. Treasury routinely 
updates taxpayer address 
records based on current tax 
filings. 

The Michigan Working 
Families Tax Credit for 
the 2023 tax year will be 
applied at the full 30% rate 
when taxpayers file their 
state tax returns this tax 
season. 


“Michigan’s Working 
Families Tax Credit at the 
30% rate applies to the 
2022 tax year and beyond,” 
said State Treasurer Ra- 
chael Eubanks. “I encour- 
age those who are eligible 
for this tax credit to explore 
filing electronically or 
connecting with a reputable 
tax preparer when filing a 
return this year. Thousands 
of dollars could be left on 
the table if these credits are 
not claimed.” 

Free Tax Help 

Individuals with low 
income, disabilities or 
who are 60 years of age 
or older may qualify for 
free tax preparation help 
from IRS-certified volun- 
teers. For information about 
free tax help, go to irs.

Commission chooses 
new City Attorney firm 
The Boyne City City Com- 
mission on Tuesday hired 
a law firm from Traverse 
City to serve as their new 
City Attorney. The city 
received four proposals in 
response to their request 
for legal services propos- 
als. After a series of in- 
terviews, the Commission 
decided to hire Cummings, 
McClorey, Davis and 
Acho for the role. Com- 
missioners cited the firm’s 
familiarity with Boyne 
City and their lower hourly 
billing rate as some of the 
factors in the decision. The 
Plunkett Cooney law firm 
of Petoskey had served as 
the city attorney for many 
years but a change was 
needed when they notified 
the city they would no lon- 
ger be offering municipal 
law services. 


In other action, the City 
Commission: 

¢ Approved the appointment 
of Skylar MacNaughton 

as a member of the Parks 
and Recreation Commis- 
sion, declining to accept 

his resignation from the 
Planning Commission. 
MacNaughton was already 
serving as a member of the 
Planning Commission, and 
applied to fill an opening 
on the Parks board, but that 
board told him that he must 
resign from the Planning 
Commission position if he 
wanted to serve on the new 
board. When MacNaughton 
submitted his resignation, 
City commissioners ques- 
tioned that requirement. 
After checking with the 
City Attorney, they learned 
there was no legal reason 
MacNaughton could not 
serve on both commissions. 
When contacted, Mac- 
Naughton said he would 
like to serve on both boards, 
so this decision made that 
happen. 

¢ Approved a recommen- 
dation from the Airport 
Advisory Board to re-ap- 
point Leon Jarema and John 
Van Etten to their board, 
each with a term expiring 
12/24/2025, and to re-ap- 
point Richard Bouters with 
a term expiring 12/24/2026. 
They also accepted the res- 
ignation of board member 
Doug Brubaker. 

¢ Tabled a recommendation 
from the Main Street exec- 
utive director to re-appoint 
Anna Burkhardt and Dee 
Engelhart to the Boyne 
City Main Street Board of 
Directors. Burkhardt and 
Engelhart are current Main 
Street Board members, 


and they are the only two 
who applied for the posi- 
tions, but the Commission 
cited procedural reasons 
for delaying taking action. 
¢ Learned that the state 
Waterways Commission 
has turned down a request 
for a 12% increase in 2024 
seasonal rates for the city 
marina. City officials will 
be meeting with state 
officials to discuss next 
steps. City Commissioners 
expressed frustration over 
the decision, noting that 
they were hoping to make 
up for past periods when 
no increases were request- 
ed. They say the city mari- 
na rates are far lower than 
private marina rates and 
the rate increase is needed 
to pay for major repairs 
and ongoing maintenance. 
¢ Learned that there will be 


a meeting of contractors, 
subcontractors, engineers 
and city officials at the 
rivermouth pump station 
on February 8th to discuss 
ongoing problems at the 
facility. 

¢ Approved a recommen- 
dation from City Manager 
Michael Cain and the 
Airport Advisory Board 

to implement a Memoran- 
dum of Agreement on the 
NOTAM Manager System 
between the Federal Avi- 
ation Administration and 
the Boyne City Municipal 
Airport. This will improve 
online notifications that are 
available to all pilots about 
conditions at the airport. 

¢ Approved a Records Man- 
agement Retention Sched- 
ule regarding the retention 
and destruction of official 
records.

What is 


Escrow is a process that 
begins when the purchase 
offer papers are signed 
by both parties, and ends 
when the loan is approved 
and all the necessary 
requirements have been 
fulfilled by both the buyer 
and the seller. 

The escrow holder is an 
intermediary, and an agent 
of both the buyer and 
seller. 

The escrow holder is 
given the buyer’s deposit, 
and holds onto all funds 
until the agreement is 
finalized. They notify the 
seller when the deposit 
has been received and if 
the check has cleared the 
bank. 

The escrow holder also 
draws up a set of instruc- 
tions, itemizing things 
that have to be done to the 
property before it is sold 
and the title is transferred. 

For example, if the 
seller is required to supply 
a termite inspection, the 
escrow holder would 
track this obligation and 
make it is fulfilled before 
any funds are transferred 
to the seller. Findings in 
the termite inspection 
report must be corrected 
on or before the close of 
escrow. If the report calls

for a plumber, roofer or 
other contractor, the agent 
would advise the seller 
and get authorization for 
work to be done. 

The escrow company is 
typically the title compa- 
ny. 

The escrow/title com- 
pany provides a complete 
ownership history of the 
property and any liens on 
record in the preliminary 
title report. Anything that 
is out of the ordinary, such 
as condo liens, judgments, 
etc. against the buyer and 
the seller must be clari- 
fied prior to the close of 
escrow. 

The escrow process 
can be any number of 
days depending on what is 
agreed upon between the 
buyer and seller. To assure 
a timely closing, the buyer 
should do things like 
inform, the escrow holder 
of the name and phone 
number of their insurance 
agent as soon as possible. 

The homeowner insur- 
ance policy needs to be 
ordered early, so verifica- 
tion can be made with the 
lender. The lender will not 
fund a new loan without 
a homeowner policy. If 
there is a delay, the escrow 
process may be held up.
